Sir Arthur Currie Delivered 
Speech from Throne 

(Special to the McGill Daily.) 

Press Gallery, McGill Union. 

Amidst scenes of great excitement 
unequalled in the history of the McGill 
Mock Parliament the vote on the speech 
from the throne was taken at a late 
hour last night and when the Speaker 
of the Housf announced that the Re- 
presentative Party had carried the mo- 
tion by a vote of one hundred and nine- 
ty-eight to one hundred and seventy-six, 
the members of the Government and itsj 
supporters broke into wild and prolong;, 
cd paroxysms of applause, which shook' 
the very rafters and girders of the 
House. The members of the Opposition 
were, however, not down hearted and 
when the House meets again in two 
weeks time another close fight is ex- 
pected. 

The excitement of the opening of the 
Parliament commenced at an early hour 
last evening and members from nume- 
rous constituencies in all parts of Can- 
ada filed one. by one into the seats of the 
Government and the Opposition and 
■ong before the hour appointed for the 
nrival of His Excellency, the Gover- 
nor General, the scats of the House 
vcre filled. That the general public ot 
he McGill electorate is lively interested 
in the political questions of the hour was 
'crcibly demonstrated, for numerous 
■pectators vigorously squght admissipr 
*.nd although the space was taxed to 
full capacity the urgent throng avas at 
last accommodated to the satisfaction 
of all. The ever increasing political a;; 
-•'rations of the women of the electorate 
was another amazing development that 
:ould not pass unnoticed at last night's 
''unction, for numerous representatives 
if the fair' sex were on hand and eager 
'■}• gained entrance to the hall to hear, 
with evident delight, the lively speaker*

a message from the representative of 
His Majesty the King and, in an intense 
silence of anticipation, all present await- 
ed the advent of His Excellency, the 
Governor-General, Sir Arthur Ctirric. 
The wide doors of the hall were sudden- 
ly flung open; the Sergeant at Arms, T. 
iî. Taschcreau, entered the room and 
while the amassed audience rose to their 
feet, the Governor General and his re- 
tinue entered the hall. A hush fell over 
the gathering; His Excellency's body 
guard, comprised of ten officers of His 
Majesty's army, formed two lines, 
through which His Excellency passed on 
his way to the Throne. He was attended 
by two pages and was immediately pre- 
ceded by the Premier, F. O. Peterson 
and the Leader of the Opposition, Roy 
Dillon, who took their places in front 
of their respective parties. 

With every person in the hall standing 
at a respectful silence, the Governor 
General, clothed in his gorgeous robes 
of office, proceeded to the Throne and 
after saluting the respective parties took 
his seat and read the following speech, 
which was litcned to with the greatest 
of interest by all his hearers: 



A SUGGESTION 

Every student has, in the course of the flay, a little spare time 
There are always odd moments, little nooks and -crannies of time, 
as it were, in which wo. find ourselves with nothing to do. Of 
course we need these little rest periods now aud again, but if we 
fritter aimlessly aboirt''\^nF*wiê'*Tin% : 'r'êStîîlgni"ï>ften happens that 
on some occasions a whole hour or even a whole afternoon may pass 
by in idleness, then we wake up at night time and wonder why 
we. have been such fools as to waste the best part of the day. 

One way of keeping ourselves from moving around during our 
leisure time is to have some interesting book on our tables, which 
we may pick up and read whenever we have the opportunity. Some 
may say that we have reading enough in our college courses, but 
reading for courses is labour, while reading what we wish to read 
is pleasure. The mere fact of reading a book which we have not 
got to pass. an examination on should be refreshing enough for most 
of us. 

The benefits of forming such- a habit as this arc two-fold 
First, when we rest, we will be refreshed, for it is a fact that often 
after a period of hopeless idling we feé^more tired and more unfitted 
for our work than if we had been cngSgBL in some pleasureable 
occupation. Again, if we choose our book*?' wisely we will' gain 
much from a cultural standpoint of view, for the thoughts of our 
greatest and our best men have been embodied in the books which 
they have written. In other words, we will become more efficient 
students and as time goes on will gradually acquire a love for read- 
ing that will form one of the most pleasant hobbies of our lives. 
Everyone will find his life greatly enriched by a varied course of 
reading in which interest, and not compulsion, tfthe chief incentive. 

•What shall we read? That, of course, depends on the likes 
and dislikes ol the person concerned. Most of us, in our college 
courses, have run across books that we should like to read some day, 
but always uur more compulsory work has intervened and we have 
kept putting off until the time conies when we shall have unlimited 
leisure. This unlimited leisure idea is of course a mere chimera, 
and the sooner wc cast it oft and start to utilize our periods of lim- 
ited leisure, the better, for. us. The great, majority will prefer to 
keep works of fiction for their lighter reading, and this is quite 
right, for in our courses we generally get all the heavy reading 
necessary. Of novels there arc two outstanding classes. The mod- 
ern, which drive one's blood all into a fever, and those that are 
not modern, but which we enjoy most when sitting in an easy 
. chair before the lire with the only pipe in the world drawing just 
right. In the long run, books of the last kind will be found more 
satisfying. True, they are not generally as exciting as those of the 
first kind, but they are books that you can read again and again 
and at every repetition, they seem to afford a keener pleasure. 

The books in thc'Illïrary are not all confined to dry philosophical 
treatises and expositions of theories of economics. With all due 
deference to the important place that these books hold in the cur- 
riculum, it is ncvcrtludess a fact that shelf after shelf is filled with 
he works of novelists, paSt and present, classical and unclassical. 
is great wealth uf the best literature from alf the ages presents 
us a golden opportunity. Although we seem to be busy now, 
: of us arc not nearly as busy as we will be later on in life and 
e should try now to take advantage of our opportunities, and 
at the same time form a habit that will cling to us through life and 
that will benefit us inestimably. 



SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 

Gentlemen of the House of Com- 
mons: — The People of Canada stand 
this day upon the threshold of a new 
era. The events of the coining year bid 
fair to overshadow, in the light of fu 
turc consequences the momentous hap- 
penings of the recent past. A few days 
bone by an Empire stood in reverent si- 
lence to honour the memory of those 
Who shed their life-blood that she might 
not pass away, and whose indomitable 
spirit must be your inspiration and your 
guide. 

The greatest University in this Do 
minion recently celebrated the hundredth 
anniversary of its foundation, an event 
which we may regard as a mile-stone in 
the history of our cultural development. 
And now, in the City of Washington, 
the delegates of the great nations of the 
Civilized World arc come together to 



thcr, expressed his hopes that the delib- 
eration of the evening be characterized 
by sobriety of thoughts etc. 

Patterson the representative from 
South Wellington moved for the first 
time, a bill for the appropriation of aug- 
mentation of armories sufficient for 
military uses. This motion was seconded 
by Reed. 

W. Allen in reply to the speech from 
the throne spoke of the great sacrifice 
of the Canadian men who won the war. 
In the course of his remarks, he referred

and referring to the work of the Mcr- 
chant Marine he moved a. vote of thanks 
to the Governor General for His speech 
from the throne. 

D. Cowan, the member from Welling- 
ton seconded this vote of thanks and 
adoption of the bill, speaking very flu- 
ently in French much to the admiration 
of all the House. 

Dillon the member of North York, 
leader of the opposition pointed out 
many flaws in the platform of the gov- 
ernment, placing emphasis on the res- 
triction on foreign immigration, chiefly 
those, from China and Japan. He not- 
ed that the Merchant Marine was adapt- 
ed for war purposes, and now that the 
war was over this too sûrauld end. The 
leader of the opposition emphasized with 
great gusto that the government had no 
tariff policy, if so it had come into 
power without stating its platform. Re 
feronc.e was made to the St. Lawrence 
River project, with suggestions that the 
opposition could offer a concrete scheme 
which would enable the country to avoid 
a great loss, also that Portneuf would 
make an admirable terminus for grain 
export. 

Peterson, the Hon. Premier for the 
Government and member from Portage 
La Prairie, opened his speech by saying 
that the immigration policy of the gov 
crnmont was the foremost question and 
that it would be put before the House 
for a vote. The Premier waxed eloquent 
on this point when he stated "Wc aft 
not afraid of foreign nations; we are 
not afraid of the Washington Confer- 
ence and their decisions on this issue 
We cannot allow undesirables to enter

minion, but the problem of how this may 
still further increased should de- 
mand your immediate attention. It is 
highly desirable that immigration of the 
better classes be encouraged, but it is 
ft ik.sirabk-.thaf nationals of the yel- 
ow races, or' illiterate or unskilled per- 
sons of European stock be permitted to 
tablish themselves in Canada. 
Other matters of a social nature must 
also claim your attention, and higher 
ideals of morality and culture must re- 
flate', what tends to be an ill-advised 
prudishncss and a sentimental dogma- 
tism. To this end much time and thought 
To this end much time and thought 
might well be devoted to the problems 
of Education. 

In order that Canada may take full 
advantage of her ncwlywon position 
among the great commercial nations of 
the World her industrial organization 
must be perfected. An immediate settle- 
ment of the question of the national 
ownership of Railways and of the Mer- 
cantile Marine must be sought, and -it 
may-be, found necessary to devote; con- 
siderable sums of money to the improve- 
ment of the St. Lawrence waterways 
and of the sca-ports of this Dominion. 

Insurance must be provided for the 
welfare of both the labourer and the 
manufacturer. With this in view, you 
will be aslwl to approve the appointment 
of two. national commissions; one to 
prbvide a" working-scheme for the in- 
surance of labour against old-age, sick- 
ness and unemployment; the other, to 
regulate the tariff for the protection of 
the industries of this nation. 

These measures will require the ex- 
penditure of large amounts of the pub- 
lic monies, and I charge you not to for- 
go: that the sum of at least (ou- dollars 
and. îifty .cents in the currency of the 
renin', must be set aside for the purchase 
of a beautiful book, the s.imc to Im pre- 
sented to. the Royal Victoria College, 
inscribed with the crest band motto of 
the College, and bearing on its fly-leaf 
the names and coats-of-arms of the 
founders and benefactors of McGill 
University and the portraits of the Right 
Honourable the Prime Minister and the 
Honourable the Leader of His Majes- 
ty's Loyal Opposition. 

Gentlemen of the. House of Com- 
mons: That future generations of Can- 
adian citizens may bless the memory of 
this Legislature, that the spirit which 
inspired the Fathers of Confederation 
may inspire you, that Canada may take 
her rightful place in the Councils of the 
Nations, that this great Country may be- 
come the liomc of peace and justicei of 
prosperity and culture, may your deji*' 
bcrations be sound and sober, and may 
God's help be with you. 
PARLIAMENTARY DEBATES 
The Speaker then expressed his great 
satisfaction at the honor conferred upon 
him. He called the attention of the 
House to Article 472 of the Rules of the 
House, that it is out of order for a 
gentleman in the House to smoke until 
the permission of the lady members was 
obtained. Another rule was brought to 
the attention of the House, Rule 17 that 
it was competent for any member in the 
House to move after ten minutes speech 
(except of the prime minister and leader 
of the opposition.) "That this harangue 
.do herewith cease." The Speaker fur- 



date. 



Gordon Reed, Minister of Ttnmigra 
tion for the govt., representative from 
Tcnii5kaming was the next speaker. He 
said that the government was not legis 
lating against the Yellow Race but was 
putting Canadians first in their consul 
oration. The opposition, he said, would 
flood the country., with illiterate un- 
skilled labor. Though mterruptcd by the 
member from Maisonneuve for reading 
his speech the House ruled that reading 
of quotations was permissible. Acting 
upon this ruling, the member from Te 
miskaming read a quotation from Prof 
Leacock, supporting his argument. 

G. R. Troop, from Thundering Bay 
a member of the government, then took 
his stand on the labor question. He took 
as his authority, and reason a quotation 
from the Labor Conference resolution 
passed at Winnipeg, August last, which 
objected to Oriental immigration (there 
fore labor) as ruinous to Canadian labor 
interests. 

He quoted also from the Quebec Cath 
olic Trade Union, which suggested that 
there be no immigration for two years. 
The speaker then remarked that all arc 
in favor of giving capital a square deal, 
therefore do the same for labor. There 
is an Anti-Dumping Act prohibiting 
overflow of cheaply manufactured 
goods being dumped on Canadian mar- 
kets when Canadian capitalists cannot 
agree. Therefore, he argued; that pro- 
tection should be given to the unskilled 
laborers in Canada against cheap Ori 
cntal labor. 

Scnecal played a large part in the 
voicing the Opposition's views. He was 
the first member of that party to at- 
tempt to refute any of; the Government's 
offensive declarations: "The mines are 
not popular work places for our Can. 
adian citizens. The toils are tedious 
and yet to the oriental arc insignif- 
and yet to the oriental arc insignif- 
icant." He appreciated the patriotic view 
of the ruling side regarding the unem- 
ployment situation but he desired to 
make' clear the fact that the present con- 
ditions are not characteristic of the Do- 
minion and that in a short time the pre- 
vailing circumstances will be matters of 
the past. Therefore wc must look to the 
future, lay the foundations for days 
when this country will be stepping for- 
ward. . With regard l to the attitude of 
the Washington Conference now in pro 
grcss. Senccal made r it clear that the 
Opposition were not afraid of the re 
suits of that body of statesmen; nor was 
it a case of yielding to the wishes of fo- 
reign nations solely, but. that at the pre 
sent critical period when the results of 
the world's future career were at stake 
that the Canadians should not pass suCh 
a hostile bill that would forbid the en 
trance, of all orientals and thus create 
unpleasant connections with Japanese 
and Chinese as well as many other races 
The strain of debate. was nicely fol- 
lowed up by liecd a 'staunch supporter 
of the premier; but the house was quick- 
ly given an excellent opportunity to air 
its humorous feelings. Reed was tripped 
up and his speech cut short 'by the spea- 
ker on a matter of order. 

O'Brien was the champion mem 
ber of the "Dillon Clan" to catch 
the drowsy men adherents of the 
"sons of Peterson" when they wan- 
dered into irrelevant Ways,- made well 



of the opportunity to get a few jabs 
at the cabinet's opinions on immigra- 
tion. This worthy politician from the 
Maisonneuve constituency referred to 
the past in opening his address. "Can- 
ada has not shut out the Yellow Race 
in the past, we should not take ex- 
ception to their policy especially at 
such an epoch-making stage when 
armament conventions arc afoot." 
This Quebec leader advocated con- 
structive measures. Let these people 
be admitted to our country, to the 
mines, to the forests and llaboring dis- 
tricts, but don't allow them to buy 
property, keep them in check and 
thus get around the unpleasant fac- 
tors which create the so-called "Yel- 
low Peril." ' If such a move were 
adopted Canada would foster the co- 
operating clement now awakening be- 
tween England and Japan and yet 
would retain the favour of the other 
nations as well. 

Peterson, upon hearing these 
weighty counsels of an honorable 
member of the Opposition could not 
retain his passions and ably spoke 
his mind; in fact, so candid was his 
second .speech that the Opposition 
found an opportunity to supply the 
R.V. Cettes with a laugh' which Si 
would explain "a hum dinger." 

H. O'Hagan, the honourable mem- 
ber from Victoria, had some very in- 
teresting facts at his finger-tips which 
. .certainly showed holes in nearly 
every line of argument of the oppos- 
ing sect. He said that Japs- arc not 
merely content to act as servants to 
the White Race, and that "tficy" even 
are conspicuous in -western Canada 
for their enthusiasm in every phase of 
commercial life. Chinese are in pos- 
session of 350,000 acres of iland in 
British Columbia alone and in every 
branch whether in market-gardening, 
wholesale distributing houses, fruit 
vendors, they arc forging ahead as in 
the mine and lumber camps. The city 
of Vancouvre has 15,000 inhabitants 
from Asia. If these people be not 
stopped in quick style then Canadian 
authorities and Canadian citizens in 
general will be up against a very stiff 
problem. O'Hagan in closing told ; 
truth, and one that is often overlook 
cd. The Jap and his fellow country- 
men from the cast 'becomes very in- 
dependent as he increases in wealth. 
He will not be put in a back corner 
aud has evidently big aims when he 
aids his compatriot to enter Canada 
and fixes his home and family here. 

O'Heir, another "PillonLte" from 
Frontenac, was up against a tough 
proposition tp refute any of his pre- 
decessor's thoughts. Nevertheless he 
found some. He hit on the subject 
of Restriction. 

McKccnc started to push the cause 
of the government but was held up on 
a humorous point of order which pre- 
vented the session getting too serious 
McKeene was subjeeT'tb the rulirfg of 
the speaker' that speeches be for thrci 
minutes only- after- 10 p.m. During the 
three odd minutes he contributed scvera 
good knocks at the opposition yet using 
witty and jocular lines. Canadians can 
work in mines, Science grads work there 
therefore the miners arc a good lot or 
McGill science grads work in bad places 
Dillon put }he sum of his party's ar 
guments to a Close in fitting words. "We 
want British colonists but they arc not 
sufficient, wc want cheap labour- also 
to help construction." 

Although he would like to sec these 
Asiatics yet they must be restricted. The 
certain limit must be allowed and no 
more in each province. 

•The hour for the closing of the first 
Mock Parliament came only too soon 
The closing minutes provided somc. vcry 
exciting incidents such as when Hig! 
School boys were reported to be pre 
sent in the Opposition's ranks. Howcve 
true the fact may be yet it was not prov 
cd. 

The question was eventually put be- 
fore the student politicians with the re- 
sult that the Government obtained 198 
votes and the Opposition 165.' -

There will be two Intercollegiate Ski 
Mc.'ts this year.

In yesterday's "Daily" it was stated 
that competitors would be divided up 
into three classes A, B and C for each 
of the following events: Jumping, Cross 
Country and Proficiency. The detail? 
are as follows. 

JUMPING AND CROSS COUNTRY. 

Class C. — Any member is eligible to 
compete in this class who has never won 
l first or second place in this or am- 
higher class. Winners of first and se- 
cond place in this class advance to B 
class. 

Class B. — Any member is eligible to 
compete in this class who has never won 
a first place in this or any higher class. 
Winners in this class advance to A class. 

Class A.— Any member is eligible to 
compete in this class. 

PROFICIENCY 

Class C. — Any one who has not donc a 
right and left turn (Tellemark or Chris- 
lie) . to the satisfaction of the judges. 
(In these the judges will be guided by- 
certain general rules which follow 
later.) 

Class B. — Any one who has donc a 
right and left turn but who has not a 
right and left Christie and Tellemark 
(from turns) to the satisfaction of the 
judges. 

Class A. — Any one who has donc a 
right and left Tellemark and Christie to 
the judges' satisfaction. 

In general a satisfactory turn must 
satisfy the following: > . 



(1). The skier must come to a stop 



within a reasonable distance after the 
turn was started. 

(2) . The skier must not have touched 
the ground with any part of his body or 
arms. 

(3) . The skier must not carry poles 
during turns. 

(4) . More than one attempt at a turn 
may be made at the judges' discretion.

:/. They will deal with: skiis, ski booti; 
clothing, care of skiis and instruction! 
on the various turns. These articles are 
being written by the executive in con- , 
sulfation with various authorities on the • • 
subject and while not intended as hard 
and fast rules should aid the beginner.

HELDAT R.V.C. 

Hon. C. C. Ballantyn* Ad- 
dresses Large Audience 
of Women Students 



A large and very representative, audi- 
ence of all women students of McGill 
University heard the Hou. C. C. Bal- 
lahtync in the Common Room of the R. 
V. C. yesterday afternoon, when he put 
forth the poiky of 1iis leader and his 
party in a very clear and forcible man- 
ner. It is somewhat different to get 
beyond the usual type of electioneering 
speech which, as a rule, both parties re- 
sort to at this stage of the game. How-, 
ever, both Mr. Marier and the Hon. Mr. 
Ballantyne, in addressing this audicr.ee 
gave what we most desired to know, 
namely straight facts backed up by 
sound opinions. Mr. Ballantyne, in his 
address, spoke so comprehensively that 
questions which many listeners had es- 
pecially intended to put to the speaker, 
were answered in advance. 

Regarding the Tariff question, the 
speaker dwelt upon the necessity of a 
moderate protective policy for the be- 
nefit of Canada's diversified interests 
and as a mean of increasing the revenue. 
He drew attention to the success of the 
protective policy followed by the Unite; 
Str.tcs now one of the greatest industrial 
powers in the world. 

In dealing briefly with the subject of 
Canada's Mercantile Marine, the 
speaker pointed out that, contrary to 
the statements of the Opposing Party, 
this government enterprise showed a 
profit and not a deficit; and moreover 
that in the present case of unavoidable 
depreciation in value of ship's, the gov- 
ernment was prepared to look after 
them as would any other group of fin- 
anciers. 

According to the Hon. Mr. Ballantyne' 
the public ownership of railway was 
the direct wish of the majority of the 
people's representatives in parliament. 
Also the present railway situation un- 
der this system was largely the result of 
the former Laurier- Fielding policy be- 
fore 1912, when railway constructions 
were undertaken in districts where they 
were almost twenty and thirty years 
ahead of the time. 

At the close of his address, Mr. Bal- 
lantyne answered the questions put to 
him in a very definite and decisive man 
per. Altogether his address was instruc 
live and to the point, and all who hear:! 
it are most grateful to Mr. Ballantynr 
for coining to give us the side of the 
party' Unci the leader which he supports.
